Hough the Hiſtory of Fudith 1s placed among 
Tr the Apocryphal writings, and not allowed to 
te canonical Scripture, as not being delivered by the 
inſpiration of the Holy Spirit; yer 1t 1s thought by 
the learned that the matter thereof 1s true, and the 
worthy and reverend Arch-biſhop #ſher in his Scnip- 
ture Chronotogy ſets 1t down as a matter yery cer- 
tain, and that it happened 1n the year from the Crea« 
tion 3348. in the raign of Manaſſeb King of I/raet, 
and before the birth of our Saviour about 652. . 

Having premiſed this to incourage the reading 
the life of this famous Heroine not as a fiftion or 
Romance but a ſtory full of veracity, I proceed. 

Nothing femirune muſt be expected in this woman, 
all her a&tions were manly and full of generoſity, 
and what was wanting in her Sex, was fully recom- 
penced in her Virtue and Valour; her hand was tri- 
umphant in deſtroying above an hundred thouſand 
men, by cutring off only one head, but her eye did 
Linck more than her hand, that firſt conquered 
Holofernes, and with a little ray of its flames burnt 
up a whole Army. It was in the raign of Neby- 
chadnex3ar King of Aſſjyria, that this female worthy - 
lived, who being elevated by the many victories and 
ſucceſſes he had obtained, his ambition ſweld him

The report of this oyerfiowing deluge of men 
came to the poor Iſraelites at Feruſalem, which raiſed 
Sighs and Groans in the molt obdurate Souls, who 
being ſenſible of this furious tempeſt approaching, 
their courage was diſmaid, their hands hang down, 
and their tongues were filent, having no other de- 
fence but their tears which they poured out abun-

reſpected of all the people as their Great Delzverer ; 
ſhe made her ſervant a free woman, and lived in

and. ſtate that.the Gauls reverenced them as Gods; 
It happened that Marcus Papyrius ſtruck one of the 
Gauls on the head with a ſtaff for preſuming to 
ſtroke his beard, wherewith being provoked. he in- 
ſtantly . ſlew Patyrius as he fate, wherewith t!.e 
Slaughter being begun, all the reſt of thoſe Honoura- 
ble Perſons were kill'd in their Charrs, the whole 
City without regard to age or ſex ſuffering the like 


Calamity with them ; And thus was Rome taken by - 


the two brethren Belin and Brennus 265 years from 
the building thereof. | 
| Aﬀer this the Gauls attempted to take the Capitol 
in the nigtt, and had certainly ſucceeded but that 
ſome Geeſe with their noiſe and crying diſcovered 
the deſign, by awaking the Sleeping Romans, who 
leaſogably repulled their enemies; —_— great 
diſtrels, they reſolved to recall Camillus whom they 
had unjuſtly banuhed, and make him Dictator, and 
Sole Commander over all their Lives and Eſtates, 
who forgetting the injuries done him applied himſelf 
inſtantly tor delivering his Countrey, and 
| P 
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puiſſant an Army as the time would permit : Mean 
while thoſe mn the Capitol being even famiſhed for 
want ofVittuals treated with the Gauls, and trade 


an agreement to five them a thoufand pound 
weight in gold for their liberty : which being paid 


they. were to march out. of the City and all the Ro- 


»4n Territories. As the money was weighing ſome 
of the coveteus Gauls threw their ſwords into the 
Scates where the weights were that they nught ger 
the more, which the Romans would not admit, anl 
while ſome difference aroſe upon this account, Ca- 
millus with his Forces comes in amons(t them, and: 
commands the Gold. to be carned away fince no 
compoſition could be made. without conſent of the ' 
Difator, and bid the Gauls prepare fox battle, who 
having more tnind to the Gold than A fight were 
ſoon defeated, many being ſlain, and the relt fiying 
out of the City; Some affirm that a Peace was 
concluded between them, and that Brennys went af- * 
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terward into Germany-and- Belin retu home to 
Britdin imploying thereſt 'of his reign. in building 
Churches and beautyfying Citys and Pallaces ; a-": 
monyg others he built-a famous Gate at a Port in 
Lon on the top whereof was ſet a Veſſel of Brals, 
wherein the aſhes of his body (which was burnt: 
according tothe cuſtom of thoſe times ) were after- , 
ward put, which was then:called Bellznas but now ' 
Billinzſzate ; He alfo built a:Caſttenot far off which 
was called Bel/ins Caſtle now the Tower of London. 
Having. reigned- 2& years he leftthe Kingdom to his. _ 
ſon III Gurzint, who ſailed with a mighty Army into . 
Denmark for recovering the Tribute promiſed to his. 
Preteceſſors, where he made ſuch devaſtations with 
fire and ſword-that the King of Penmark by perſna- 
ſion of his Nobles was compeil'd to continue the. 
payment thereof. - As he returned home he met-- 
with thirty Ships-near the Iſles of Orkney frerghted 
with men, women-and children 'under their _ 
I tain named - Burtholin, who being brought before t 

Nan King 
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King declared, © They were baniſhed out of Spain 
« and werecalled Batenfes, who had failed long on 
* the Seain hope to find fome generous Prince who 
* would aſſign thema place to inhabit, and to whom 
* they would willingly be ſubje&t, humbly beſeech- 
* ing him to commulſerate their coxdition ; Who 
with the advice of his Barons granted them Ireland 
for an habitation, which then lay waſt ; Though 
ſome writers relate that,it was peopkd long before 
by a people called Hibernenſis from Hiberus their 
Captain who brought them from Spa/n. Gurgint re- 
turning home made many good Laws, and admi- 
niſtred Juſtice worthily nineteen years; In whoſe 
_—_ Cambridge and the Umiverfity are ſaid to be 
built by one Cantaber. 

IV. GuintoliF ſucceeded; a prudent Prmce and 
happy ma virtuous and beautiful Queen, who after 
his-death adminiſtred the affairs of ngdom du- 
ring the minority of her Son; After he revived 

inforced all the good old Laws and added what 
new were —_ whereby he ſetled the Land m 
peace and tranquillity, he left it to his Son. | 

V. Sicilius, not then about ſeyen years old, wha 
reigned about ſeventeen years, moſt of which 
his Mother Martia managed all State affairs. , 

VI, Kznarus his Son ruled after hum, who giving 
himſelfupto Luxury and - gp g's wzs ſlain by 
ſome of his enemies as he was a g in the 
Fields. | SEWES 

VII. Elanius his Son, or as others write, his Bro-. 
ther was his Succeſſor, of whom little 1s recorded 
but his name, and that he reigned eight years, and 
then VII Merindus his Son by a Concubine was ad- 
mitted King of Brittain, a man of much valour, and 
condu&t, bnt withal ſo barbaroufly cruel that he de- 
lighred to inflict lingring torments upon thoſe that 
offended him, yea oftentimes with his ,own hands 
he ſeverely tortured his RO. In his reign a cer- 
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great Army in Northumberland and made horrid ra- 


vage with fireand ſword ; Againſt whom AMorindus 
having raiſed his Britains marches with all expedi- 

tion, and ma dreadful batrel defeated and purſued 
them to their _ takang a you nu Pri- 
ſoners, whomto ſatisfie his bloudy humor he cau- 
ſed to be executed in hs preſence, ſome being be- 
headed, ſome ſtrangled, and others ript up alive. 


They were thought to come from ſome part of Ger- 


many. At length this bloudy Prince hearing there 
was a Monſter come aſhore out of the Iriſþ Sea, re- 
ſolved to encounter therewith, but was devoured 
by it after he had reigned erght years, leaving 
five Sons, Gorbomen, - Archigato, Elidure, Vigent- 
us and Peredurus. 

IX. Gorbomen the eldeſt ſucceeded, and was a very 
religious Prince according to the devotion of thar 
age, repairing many old Temples, and eretting di- 
vers new, He built the Town of Grantham and 
incloſed Cambridge with walls, and a ſtrong Caftle, 
procuring Philoſophers to come thitherfrom Athens, . 
who inſtructed the youth of the Kingdom in Learning 
and the Liberal Sciences, he died without iſſue, 
and X Archigallo tis Brother came after him who 
much degenerated from his Father, and cauſed diſ- 
lenſfion among his Nobility by taking away their Ho- 
nours and Eſtates illegally, and beſtowing them up- . 
on mean unworthy perlons, whereby the Gen- 
try were reduced to bepgery nd nuſery, who there- 
fore conſpired againſt hum, and at length _—_— 
him of his Royal Digruty ha re! y one 
year advancing XI Elidure the third Son of Morix- 
dus to the Throne, who wasa perlon of ſuch a gal- 
lant temper that he uſed all manner of means for 
reſtoring his Brother to the Crown. It happened 
that as he was one day hunting in a Wood near Tork 
he met Archigallo wandring to ſeek relief, whom he 
treated with all kindneſs, conveying him ſecretly to 
his own houſe ; ſoon after he teigned tumſelf _ 
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and ſent with all ſpeed for his Barons to attend hjm 
with whom he dea!t fo effettually one by one in' his 
Privy Chamber thatat length they agreed to adrni 
his Brother again to be King, and then aſſembling a 
op Council at Tork he refigned#is Dignity to 

Im after he had ruled with much wiſdom three 
years; A worthy example of fraternal love, conft- 
dering how ambitious all men naturally are of do- 
minton. Archie alls thus reſtored in hope of his up- 
Tzght adminiſtration of juſtice for the future, did 
not dilappoint his people, but became a new man, 
and afted with fo much prudence and moderation 
that he was beloved of all his Subjects to the end o 
nis 'life, and Having reigned ten years was buried at 
Tork. After which Eli4ure having right by Succeflion 
as well as by the inclination of the Brittains was Qc- 
knowledged King with general Applauſe, who had 
not fate on the Throne a year when his two Bro- 
thers raiſed a Rebellion againſt him, and in a pitcher 
Field he was taken Priſoner and comnutrted to the 
Tower of London, after which XII Vigenius and Pe- 
redurus the two youngeſt Sons of Xforindus divided 
the Kingdom between them, all the Countrey from 
Humber weſt falling to the eldeſt, and the other 
northward to Peredurus. Vigenius after ſeven years 
died, and Peredurus took poſſeſſion of the whoſe 
Land, and reigned very tyrannically eignt years, 
and then dying without ifſue, XIII Elidure as next 
Heir was the third time adnutted King, having 
continued in Priſon all this while, and during his 
four years reign manazed all mattcrs to the great 
fatisfa&ton of h1s people, and being then grown ve- 
ry aged dyed and was buricd at Car!:z/le, From this 


time to the reign of Helie there paſſed about one 


hundred and eighty years, and ſome ancient Au- 
thors have reckoned up near thirty three Kings 
who reigned in that ſpace, but do not agree either 
in thei? names or number, and therefore we ſhall 


let them pals as Fairy Prunces and proceed, 
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XIV. Helie 1s thenextin order from whom ſome 
think the Iſle of Ely 1s5named, though others affirm 
it toarile froma multitude of Fels into which the 
married Prieſts were {aid to be transformed for re- 
fuſing toobey St. Dunſtans Order, That Prieſts ſhould 
tive ſingle, though the true denomination may come 
from Helig in Britiſh a Willow with which that Iſle 
abounds. This Helie had three Sons Lud, Caſſibe- 
lane, and Nunni::. 

XV. Lud fuccecded his Father m the year ofthe 
World 3895. And before the birth of Chriſt ſe 
two. He wasa very worthy Prince who repealed ma- 
ny 0!d Laws and evilcuſtoms eſtabliſhing better ; 
He repaired ſeveral decayed Cities, but took particu- 
lar delight to beautify Troynovant now London which he 
eniarged with buildings and fortified with ſtrong 
Walls, Towersand Gates, and among the reſt Lu4gate 
ſo called from him to this day ; He founded a Tem- 
ple where 1t 1s thought St. Pauls now ſtands, and a 
Pallacenot far off judged to be Baynalds Caftle where- | 
y this City became famous and full of Inhabitants a- 
boveany other in the Land,& the name was changed 
to Carr Lud, or Luds Town, and afterward London ; He 
vas ſucceſsful againft his enenues, bountiful m hoſpj- 
tal1ty, and very rauch honoured and beloy'd of all 
his people ; and havingreigned profperouſly eleven 
years he died and was-buried neer Ludgate leaving 
two ſons Androgeus and Theomantius, who being un- 
der agetherr uncle XVI. Caſſibelane was admitted to 
the adminiſtration of the Government, wherein he 
behaved himſelf with ſo much juſtice and upright- 
neſs, that the Britains had little regard to the ons 
of Lyd ; But leaſt it might be thoughr he ufurped 
their right, he aſſigned them an honourable mainte- 
nance during their nonage, Andregeus enjoying Lon- 
don and the County of Kent, and Theomantizs whe 
County of Cornwall while Caſſibelane ruled in Brittain 
Fuliz: Cxiar being ſent by the Senate of Rome with a 
mighty Army for the conqueſt of Galja or France, : - 
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| ſolved toattempt the diſcovery of their Ports, and 


#fter he had ſubjeted them, reſolved to try his for: 
tune inſubduing Brittain, winch the Romans kne 
nothing of but by report,yet had heare that great ſup 
plies came daily thence to aſſiſt the Gauls their Ene 
mes, and though it was now towards Winter, here 


the nature and manners of the Inhabitants of whuct 
he could receive no ſatisfaftion from ſuch Merchant: 
as traded thither ; Hereupon he draws his Force: 
toward Callice called then Iris Portus, and ſent out 
ſmall veſſe} to furvey the Coaſts, and return again. 
The Merchants giving notice to the Brzttzins of t 
mtended Invaſion, ali thar were able were put intc 
arms, and ſeyeral Citys, who it ſeems had particu 
Governors of their own, ſent Ambaſſadors to of 
ſubjeion to the Komans, whom Ceſar recerved with 
much kindneſs, and ſent one of his Commanders 
back with them to perſuade the other Citys to ſubmit 
themſelves hkewiſe ; But henames no King they hac 
nor 1s Caſſibelan mentioned till his ſecond Voyage 
though the Britiſh Hiſtorys ſay ; That Ceſar required 
Tribute of him who aniwered, © He had not yet 
* learned to hve in bondage, but with {word in hand 
* re{olved to defend the Liberty of his Countrey if 
* the Romans blinded with covetouſneſs and ambition 
« ſhould adventure to dilquiert them. The Galley that - 
went upondiſcovery returning in five days with 4 
full account of all the Coaſts on that fide, Caſa 
imbarqued two Legions of Souldiers infleveral Ships 
and about midmight departed from Callice arriving 
next day at noon upon the Briztsſh Shozr near Dove 
which he found all covered with men of War to 1 
intercept his landing, who. —_— the inconve- 
nience of gaing aland there becauſe of the high Cliffs 
from whence the Brittains might annoy them with 
their bows and darts, he ſailed ſeyen or eight miles 
farther toward Deale where the ſhoar was more flat 
and level ; Which the Brittains perceiving cauſed 
their Horſe and Chariots of War ar ety. bo fought] 
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o march thither the reſt ſoon following, ſo thar 
Caſar ruth doubted of ſucceſs, yet reſolving to ve - 
ture, hebrought his great Ships as near land as poſ- 
fible from whence tus Souldiers ſuing, were forced 
to march a great-way in the water loaden with their 
heavy armour, and were briskly affailed by the r7c- 
tiſh Horſe who-went into the Sea, .and couragioutly 
J aſlaulted them with their arrowsat ſuch diſadvantzge 
that theRomans unuſed to this kind of fighting were 
ready to give graund;which Ceſar perceiving ordered . 
theGalleys to row near the ſhoar,and armoy the 2ri:- 
tains with their Darts and ſlings while their compa- 
nzons got to land ; At which the Britains, having 
7. never (een Galleys with Oars, were much amazed, 
- and being ſeyerely galled with the Roman Artillery 
F they began a little to retire which a Roman Enfign- 
.f bearer- obſerving, he cryed out, © Leap out now 
« Worthy Compenions in Arms if you will ſecure 
* the Enfi To Honour from the Enemy, for 
*lamreſolved to do my duty both to the Com- 
* mon-wealth . and my General ; And therewith 
throwing himſelf* into the water he rarched with his 
Enfign .dire&tly toward the Enemy ; The Romans 
doubting the di{grace of loſing their Enſignleapt out 
of their. Ships with all expedition and followed their 
gallant Leader, but were put into ſome diſorder,firid- 
ingno ſure footing in 'the water, and not able to 
march orderly under their own Enfigns, of which 
the Britzains.took the advantage, and being acquain= 
ted with the ſhelves and ſhallows of the Water, they 
again feircely encountred. them with their. Horſa, 
ſo that a multitude of them would incompaſs z 
:%&1 {mall party of the Romans, and the numerous” Darts 
hl of the Britzains from the-{hoar galled them exceed- 
ingly, :which Czſar.obſcrvingcauſed his Souldiers te 
go intoſrmall beats for releiving thoſe who were moft 
ciſtreft, and thus new ſuccours continual plying 
j the place of thoſe that fell, the Romans at gOt 
all roland, and putting thenlolperans ay 
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forced the undiſciplined Brittains to fly,but could nc 

urſue them for want of their Horſe,which they le 
behind in France, and expedted long ere now, , whic 
ſeemed a little to croſs the fortune of Ceſar, who i 
all other enterprizes was uſually exceeding ſucce 
ful. 

After this the Brittains ſenſible of thein ownll- 
weaknefs ſent Hoſtapes to treat of Peace, and wit 
them the Roman Ambaſlador that Ceſar had befo 
{ent to perſuade them to ſubjeion, whom con 
to the Law of Arms they had made Priſoner, fe 
which he reproved rhem ſeverely, but at length par 
doned their folly ; requiring Hoſtages to remaijr 

with him for ſecuring their Fidehty ; Having accore 

ingly received them, -four days after the Romans arri 

val a Peace was concluded between them, at whiz 

time the eighteen Ships on which the Horſe were 1 

barqued approached fo near the Brittiſh Coaſts 

the Romans in their Camp had fight of them, wh 

there ſuddenly roſe ſo dreadful a Tempeſt that th 

were all diſpexſt, together with thoſe that brought 
over the Foot, wherewith the Romans were much 
diſcouraged fince they had no proviſions for Winter 
and little hope to get back again to France. The Brit 
tiſh Commanders perceiving th:ir diſturbance, and 
judging by the ſmall circuit of their Camp, thei 
number was not confiderable, reſolved to afſemble 
;their Forces, and hinder any relief from coming to 
them, of which Caſar having intelligence, ſent one 
of his Legions to reap Corn a good diftance from 
the Camp, who when they had begun their work 
were ſuddenly ſurprized by the Brizzains out of th 
Woods, who flew divers and diſordered the reſt, 
which Caeſar by the extraordinary duft thereabout 


- perceiving, ſent another Legion to their aſſiſtance, 


who were very hardly beſet by the Britztiſh Chariots 
which moved with great ſwiftnefs in the moſt dan- 

erobs places, but upon the approach of theſe freſh 
Ficcouls, the Britt4jus retr uxo the Ween 
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the Remens not knowing the Countrey, would not 
venture to purſue them. | 
Mean time the Bri:tajxs ſent through all the Land - 
to give notice that the ſtrength of the Romans 
Was 4 inconſiderable that if they would join toge- 
ther they might eaſily free themſelves from ſervitude 
- forever, whereupon a multitude of Horſe and Foot 
approacht the Roman Camp, and Czſer conſidering * 
if he ſhould repulle them they would as formerly 
make their eſcape by ſwiftneſs of foot, he placed _ 
thirty Horſemen which came from Frence 1a the. 
Front, and then joined battel with his Legions ; the ' 
Britains unable to ſuſtain the 1mpreſſien of ſuch” 
'yaliant men fled with all ſpeed, the Roman Horſe 
purſuing, and killing many, and burning their 
Houſes all abgut, returned to their Camp; That 
very day my _ ſent Ambaſſadors to Calo to fue 
for Peace which he gladly accepted on condition 
they ſent over to Frence double the number of Ho- 
ſtages befere agreed on for ſecuring their Faith ; Af- * 
ter which having repared his broken Veſſels, he re- 
turned back withall his people into Frajice ; This ac-' 
count he himſelf gives in his Commentaries of his . 
firſt Journey hither, though the Brirtiſh Hiſtory re- 
lates, That Caſar being beaten in a pitcht field at the 
firſt encounter, withdrew back into Gallis, and 
made this Rhiume upon ham.

durſtnot oppoſe, but fled for ſafety to the Monn- 
. tains, the ſight of eight hundred Ships great and ſmall 
upon their Coaſts being very terrible to them ; Ceſar 
being fafely landed went m purſuit ofhis enernes 
twelve'muilesmto the Countrey and there diſcoyered 
their Camp, and affaultmg them with his horſe they 
fled into the Woods, which they ſecured with - trees 
Jaid croſs all the paflages ; Ceſar ignorant of the 
Countrey, called back his forces to fortify ms own 
Camp ; Next'day he had intelligence that a terrible 
'ftorm had ſhattered a greatpart of his Navy, whick 
having imployed one of his Legions ten'dares 1n re- 
pairing, and ſendmg for more Ships from France, he 
again adyanced toward his Er.emies, who giving ge- 
neral notice through the kingdom of the great forces 
wherewth Czſar was again returned, they all made 
Caſſibelane therr General, with full power to order 
all things as he ſhould think meer for tke common 
defence of their Countrey. The Horſe and Chartots 
had divers Skirmifhes with' the Romans, and were 
oft forc't toretreat intothe woods, where they cut 
off many of their enemies who too eagerly purfued 
them : This kind of fight they renewed ſeveral times, 
the Brit:ains 1ffuingout of the Woods 1n ſmall par- 
ries, having others to ſuccour them, and falling fud- 
denty upon the Romans did them much miſchief, 
whom their heavy armonr made unhr for ſuch kind 
of warfare ; At length Caſar reſoiving to1ingage in a 
ſer battel followed them toKingffon, where he in- 
tended to paſs over with all his Forces of which Caſ- 
fibelane and the Brittains being aware placed ſharp 
ſtakes at the bottom! of the Thames thereby to annoy 
them, ſtanding in readmeſs on the other fide to op- 
poſe their coming a ſhoar, yet the Roman courage ſur- 
mounted thoſe difficulties, who paſſed over both 
Horſe and Foot without inconvenience, the foot be- 
ing ſo deep in the water that nothing but their heads 
boon pt: and g to the further bank aſ- 
u 


lted the Brjittains With ſuch yiolence that not able 


. 
BP 
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to ſuftain their force they inſtansly; fled. 
Caſſibelane after this would not venture the trial of 
a battel, but keeping about him four thouſand Cha- 
riots he waſted all the Champaign Countrey, and 
fortified himſelf within the thick woods and Forreſts, 
from whence he often ſtarted out in ways well 
known upon the Roman forragers and did them 
much damage; Mean time the Troynovants, which are 
thought to be the people of Eſſex and Middleſex, 
whoſe City of London had eſcaped the defolation 
which others felt, ſent, Ambaſſadors to Caſar to offer, 
their ſubmiſſion and obedience who commanded 
them to ſend him forty Hoſtages and proviſions ſor 
his Army, which being performed he took them into 
his protection, after whoſe example ſeveral other 
Countries fybmitted themſelves, by whom he under- 
ſtood that the Town wherein Caſhibelan reſiged and 
defended by the thickneſs of the Woods, was not far 
nr ay aſſaulting it two waysat once, they with ſome 
loſs at length prevailed and entring the fortreſs found 
great numbers of Cattel killing and. taking Priſoners 
many Brittains, Whereupon Caſſibe/an? lent to the 
four chief Rulers in Kent to muſter all their {trength, 
and af[21] the RomanCamp which lay there for defence 
of the. Ships, which they attempted accordingly, but 
were received with ſuch valour by the Romans who 
1Gued our of-their Camp that they were utterly de- 
teated ; Caſhibelaxe a diſcouraged at theſe repeat» 
ed loſles ſends Ambafladors to Cz{4r who intend 
to winter 1n France, took Hoſtzges, and appoint 
tim to pay a yearly Tribute, ſtrictly charging him 
not to diſturb the Lendoners, and then taking all 
his Romans aboard is Ships he returned 12to Gattia, 
Thus Ceſar and other credible writers have related 
this Tranſaction, though the Brittiſp Hiſtorians differ 
herein, affirming, that Ceſar at his ſecond coming was 
repulſed and beaten as at firſt, and wonderfuliy an- 
noyed by piles armed with1ron- placed in the Thames 
by Caffbelane which deſtroyed his Ships, and that £4 
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'ter him endeavoured for many years to bring into 


his landing he was defeated by the Brittains ; For 
joy of which victory Caſſibelane made a Royal Feaſt at 
London and facrificed to their Gods ; At which time 
there happened a quarrel about wreftling between 
two young Gentlemen Herilda Nephew to Caſſibelane, 
and Fwelyn Kinſman toe Androgeus Farl of Lon- 
don, and a deſperate fray *happening thereupon 
by the partakers on each fide, Her//4{z was flain and 
divers ethers k11l'd and wounded, at which the King 
much diſpleaſed reſolv'd to puriſh Ewe!yn according 
to Law, who was ſummon'd to avpear, but be: 
countenanced by Anirogers he refuled to obey an 
both departed the Court m great contempt of the 
King, who ther2upon raiſing | forces reſolved to re- !* 
duce them to realon, but they ſenfible of their own 
weakneſs, ſent Letters to Ful?us Caſar for his affi- © 
ſtance, who joyful of the meſſage and the variance be- Iſ© 
tween them returns ſpeedily with a yy Army * 
toward Britain, but doubting fome treachery in An- Il * 
drogews, he firſt takes thirty ef the Nobility for Flo- Ill 
ſtages, and then landing joins with Androzews in a 
Valley neer Canterbury; Caſſibelane haying notice 
thereof comes with all the power of Brj:t4in to give 
them battel, where having fought long with much 
courage, Androgeus fell fo vigorouſly upon their right 
wing that the Br::tains were utterly diſcomfited, and 
killed without mercy, yea the puriuit was fo furious 
that Caſſibelane retiring with four thouſand to a 
Flace as he thought of tafety , was invironed with the 
Reman Legions and compell'd to a compoſition, be- 
ing obhged to pay Caſar three thou!a:1) p_ year- 
Iv Tribute.

Mother, who having neither 'courage nor power tg 
deny, and hoping ſhe might incline him to be kind to 
the Royal bloud, gave her to him for a Wife, thoug| 
ſhe her ſelf were fenfible that ſhe was hereby deliver. 
ed into the paw of the Lyon, who might ſeem to take 
delight in her beauty but would at length deſtroy 
her. Yet perterring obedience to her Parents befor: 
' her own ſafety ſhe ſeem'd contented with their deter. 
mination ; But ira this marriage might ſeem 
tomewhatto fortifie his Title to the kingdom, ye 
Herod-was unquiet whilſt ſo many others appear- 
ed to have more right thereto, and already ſhewe 
tis di{affection to thele his new Allies ; For Hyrc 
' nus being uncapable of holding the High Prieſt-hood 
becauſe of his deformity in the loſs of hus ears, al 
mens eyes were upon Ariſtobulus brother to Mari- 
amne a Perſon of excellent hopes and bred up m the 
| Court whereby he was accomplithed for this grez 
Othce ; Bur Herod d6ubting he had already too muct 
favour with the People deſigned to prefer anothe 
Few named Anane! whom he had found out beyond 
Enphratas ; Mariamne perceiving by this how hertz 
mily was affronted, and what an indignity it would 
be :for her brother to be deprived of that honow, 
— nature and kindred he ſeemed deſigned tor, 
being of a generous mind addrefſed her ſelf to Herit 
telling him; ** That her brother was the only hope 
©* of her houſe, which yet was ſo decayed that hc hal 
*norecaſon to be ſ{uſpeCted of attempting the Crown; 
* If hewould beſtow the High Pricfts Office on hi 
* he would make him his Creature who was yet 
* young that any impreſſion might be made upC

* techons of his Subjedts tobe ſo kind to a Grandlc! 
© of Hyrcanus whoſe virtue they had always admire 
Herod was perlwaded by theſe prefing reaſons fro" 
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fo ſweet a Tongue and conſtituted young Ariſtobulus 
High Prieſt diſmiſſirig Anarel who at preſent did of- 
ficiate ; Alexandra the mother was ſo tranſported at 
the news that ſhe wept for joy and freely declared to” 
Herod; © That ſhe was ambitious of no more ad- 
*yancement for her Son,and did abſolutely renounce 
'$ *all pretenfions to the kingdorh, and could now 
* dye very well ſatisfied fince ſhe was ſo hap-

* Cleopatra invited het ro come with all ſpeed into 
+ with her Son, and that ſhe ſhould think 1t her 
glory to be mn ſerving ſo great.a-Prin- 
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cels, whereupon ſhe refolved ſecretly to depart with 
Ariftobulus her Son, not daring to impart the ſecret 
_ toher daughter Marianne leait the tenderneſs of her 
Nature ſhould divert her from ſo perillous an at- 
tempt 3 She then cauſed two Coffins to be made in 
which ſhe contrived her ſelf and Son ſhuuld be carri- 
ed out in. the night, and put into a Park prepared 
forthat purpoſe which ſhould inſtantly ſail into tvs, 
Þat one of her Servants diſcovering the deſign to He- 
rod he took no notice thereof till it was put in exe- 
cution, and then ſeizing the Coffins furprrzed them 
both, yet ſeemed not much concerned but pretend- 
ed to pardon her out of the greatneſs of his Spirit, 
though the chief cauſe was the fear of diſobliging 
Cleopatra whom he knew would highly reſent it, 
however he inwardly reſolved to make away Ariſts- 
bulus after ſome time, that it might not be ſuſpected 
tobe any act of revenge in him. 
When the Feaſt was over Herod went to Fericho 


where he wasentertained at the houſe of Alexandra, | 


nd f:igned to have buried all paſt ations in oblivi- 
on, entertaining Areffobulus with much endeared- 
ns, and playrng like a yourig man with him at ſe- 
yeral ſports, wherewitn they exerciſed themſelyes 


ſo long that being all ina great heat, thcy concluded 


to co0] their bodies in the adjoining River which 
was ſhaded with Trees and pleaſant Arbors ; Ariſto- 
bylus by the periuafions of Herod went in likewiſe, 
when Herods Confederates whom ke had hired to 
commit the murther came toward him, and pre- 
tending to hold him in ſport under water, they nc- 
yer left him till he was ſtifled therein. 


Thenews coming to Feruſzlem the whole City 


was drowned in tears, and the women made wo- 
ful. lamentations over the dead body, and all 
thought themſelves concern'd in ths publick loſs, 
but eſpecially Alexandra the mother, who was 10 
uuagedat this unſpeakable miſchief, eſpecially ſince 
the was ſenſible how treacherouſly he was deſtroyed; 
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yet durſt not diſcover her knowledge leſt it ſhould 
reyent her revenge ; Mariamne who ſuffered in the 
orrows of her mother, had not the leaſt ſhare in 
this deplorable misfortune, eſpecially in the death 
of a Brother whom ſhe loved as her own life, and 
though endued with extraordinary patience and 
diſcretion, could now hardly refiſt the impetuous 
violence of her paſſion, and approaching the Corps 
of her Brother, © I have nothing now left in this 
«world, ſays ſhe, either to fear or hope, . he for 
© whom I feared and for whom-I hoped being now 
* by a ſecret providence of Heayen taken from me, 
* to whoſe will I defireentirely to reſign my felt in 
*all thmgs, reſolving for the future to wean my 
* ſoul from all temporal felicities, and place my at- 
* fections upon more &ivinz and ſubl:me objects. 
Herod endeavourcd to make 1t appear by his ex- 
ternal behaviour, and the 1nagnificence of his Fune- 
ral whereat he ſhed many tcars, that he was no way 
acceſfary to his death, though Alexanira who knew 
the truth of the buſincis was the more inraged therc- 
at, and reſolved to bring ſpeedy vengeance on his 
Lad for the ſame, and theretore ſent Cleepatra a 
full account of the whole matter, and incited her 
by all means to afſift her, who having long defired ' 
occaſion againſt Herod, enjoined Mark Anthony the 
Roman General and her Lover to call him to account 
for his Villanies, who having obtained the Kingdom - 
without any Muſt Title imbrued his hands in the 
bloud of the Royal Family, Mark Anbory dilt:king 
this cruel a& ſent for Herod to appear and anſwer th2 
accuſations laid againſt him, who not daring to d2- 
ny, though he much feared Clecptra's violent pro- 
ſecution, went to Anthony committing the Govern- 
ment of his Kingdoman his abſcnce to his Uncle Fo- 
ſeph with ſecret Orders, © That if any miſchief hou! 
* happen to him and prevent his return he ſhould 
* put Mariamne. to death, for whom he had ſuch an

When Herod was gone Foſeph was very converſant 
with Mariamne, both upon account of publick affairs, 
and for his own private divertiſement. wherein he 
often difcourſt of the extraordinary Patton Herod 
had for her, whom he valued above allthe World, 
Alexandra the mother ſeemed to laugh and ſlight 
theſe pretended kindnefles of Herod to her daughter, 
Judging them not real but upon defign, when Feſetb 

eimg earneſt to confirm the truth of his aſſertions, 
unadviſledly replyed ; © That nothing could be a 
* greater evidence of his ardent love for her than 
© that he could neither live nor die without her, fince 
**1f he ſhould miſcarry in his Journey he had com- 
* manded him to put her to death, to accompany 
* 1m into the other World. $6 
The Ladys were much (candalized at this kind of

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the preſence of M. Anthony obtained ſo much favour 
by the rich Preſents he made him, that the mattter 
being ſuddenly heard it was ſoondeternuned in his 
favour, - and Anthony fully appeafed and ſatisfied, 
though it were little pleafing toCleopatra, to whom 
Anthony pleaded ; © That there was no reaſon a King 
« ſhould be acouritable for what he did inhis own 
© Kingdom, fince he would thereby ceaſe to be King, 
* who with that _—_ had all other Regal power 


* and authority given to him ; Herod at length return- 
ed with large Teſtimonials of the favour of M. 4n- 
thony, who entertained him with much kindneſs in 
ſeveral publick Feaſts and Aſſemblies ; Cleopatra 
likewiſe renounced her pretences to Fudea, having 
received of M. Anthony, Celoſriainftead of 1t.: - 
Upon his arrival his Mother and Siſter Solome the: . 
wife of Foſeph gave him a full account of the inten- 
ttorgof Aexandreand her Friends, accuſing alio her - 
husband Foſeph of two much intimacy with Marianne 
( who it ſeems had once objected to them the mean- - 


neſs of their birth. ) Herod was much diſturbed at the - | 


news, but. however the inflamed affection he bore 
toward Mariamne reſtrained him from that violence 
which his rage and jealoufy ſuggeſted tohim, and 
therefore examining her ſtrictly whar ſecret familia- © | 
rity had paſſed between her and Fofeph, ſhe by many *- 

ſolemn Oaths and Proteftations, withall manner oft {jj 
Allegations of her innocency, ſo far appealed hun 
that he was fully ſatisfied ſhe had ſufficiently cleared 
her ſelf from all thoſe ſlanders raiſed agarnit her, 
ſo that he gave her a thouſand thanks for her coryu- 
gal fidelity and affection to him, and openly declar- 
ed the great eſteem and loye he had for her 3 AC 
length as it oft happens among Lovers, both tell Ih 
to tears and imbraced each other with a moft indeat- 
Ing-paſſion, whereupon Mariamrne ſaid covert!Y ©

| Herod ſeemed thunderftruck with theſe words, 
and fell into ſuch a monRrous rage that he cryed out 
a2d tore his hair with the greatett fury imaginable 
fiv.ng, © He had now very evident proof that Foſeph 
< had committed Adultery with her, fince he would 
* never haye diſcovered what he had fo ſtrictly en- 
*3oiried hun to keep ſecret unleſs they had put great 
* confidence '1n each other, and that there were 
* much intimacy between them ; And.n this furtous 
jealouſy - he could hardly refrain from killing his 
wife, yet hisformer love at length returning, he 
fo:bore though with much inward trouble and emo- 
tion ; However he ordered Foſeph tobe inſtantly pur 
ro death without Tryal or Faſttfication, and com- 
nmted Alexandra the author of all theſe troubles 
cloſe Priſoner. 

After this Aretas the Arabian King refufing to pay 
Herod his accuſtemed Tnbute, he pretends to make 
War againſt him, and coming ſuddenly upon the Ara- 
bians was in great probability of obtainung the con- 
queſt, when Athenzo who then commanded fome of 
Cleopatra's Forces in thoſe parts, bearing a fecret 
grudge to Herod, ſtood ready to obterve the event of 
the batre}, reſolving not to meddle if the Arabians 
Overcame, but they having the worſt, he ſent them 
a frelh ſupply who ſnatched the Victory out of tne 
hands of the Fews and made a great {laugiter among 
them, fo that they were wholly diſcomfited ; Though 
Herod with ſome recruits made divers ſucceſsful it- 
roads aftzrward into Arabia, and preyailed notably 
again them ; Whereat being ws eleyarted his joy 

; was {foonchecked by the death of Mark Anthony his Pa- 
; tron who was lain by Auguſta: Caſar in the battle of 
Aitium,and his Army wholly overthrown ; Where- 
with Herod was much diſmay'd,not doubting but he 
thould be ſcyerely treated for entertairung ſo ſtrict 


i 
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a friendſhip and alliance with him as he had hither- 
to done ; His Friends and Enemiesjudged him a lo > 
man, yet _— eſcaped fo many dangers he reſolves 
not to deſpair but-to find out Ceſar then at Rhodes 
and proftrate himſelf before im,but was loth to un- 
dertake this Voyage whileHyrcanusthe only remainder 


of the Royal Line was alive, and his own friends 


ge a ſeeming pretence to effeft his wicked pur- 
pole. | 

For Hyrcanus being of a very mild temper was un- 
willing all his life time to 1ntermeddle ua tate affairs, 
but Alexendra his daughter a proud aſpiring womin * 
follicited hm continually no longer to ſuffer Herods 


Tyranny, who was the plague of their Family, bur 


to endeayour to reſettle himſelf in the Kingdom ; 
Which motion he at firſt abſolutely refuſed, but by 
her continual 1importunity was at length preyailed 
upon by her advice to ſend to the Governor of Ars- 
bis to aſſiſt him with ſome Horſemen to make his 
eſcape from Feruſalem ; The Letters being intercept- 
ed and brought to Herod he commanded Hyrcanus to 
be preſently put to death ; After which 4/2xandraand 
Mariamne were more cloſely confined than before, 
yet the daughter endeavourcd to fweeten the diſccn - 
tents of the Mother, though ſhe her ſelf receiyed no 
comfort but from Heaven, and thus dilcourſt with 
her ſelf ; © How unhappy am I above all women, 
* from the time the Diadem was placed on my head, 
*I have felt nothing but Thorns, and Royal Dig- 
<« nity hath been to me Royal flayery, but fince 
«1 can find no conſolation here, I mult expect it 
«in another place to which I care not how loon L 
© remove. 

Hyrcanus being thus diſpatcht the bloudy Herod ad- 
dreſſeth himſelt with more fatisfaftionto lus Jour-. 
ny to Ceſar, and commitred Alexandra and his wife 
cloſe Priſoners, in the Caſtle of Alexandria to the 


cuſtody of Sohemus the Itrurian, Bromng _ n_ - 
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them both, and endeavour to the utmoſt to retain 
the Kingdom in his Family ; Here thcle poor Ladys 
were detained in a continual expectation of death, 
and every viſit the Jaylor made them, expected he 
came to fetch them to execution, bur at length Sohe- 
mus growing more famuliar with his Royal Priſoners, 
Mariamne preſumed to ask him, what news there 
Was ibroad, adding ; © That though they were now 
* 1n this deplorable condition yet the did not doubt 
* bur that the ſtorm would blow aver, and we ( ſays 
* ſhe) may be able'to reward your kindneſs, there- 
*-fore pray tell us why Herod has lockt us up here, and 
* how his Aﬀairs ſtand. Sohemus wonderfully fur- 
prized at theſe .words, knew not what return to 
make, but at length overcome by their repeated 1n- 
| treaties, he gaye a full account of his Eommuſſion, 
4 Well then, ſaid the. poor Princeſs, we muſt dye 
*-whatever happens, where-eyer I turn me I behold. 
* the Image of death with which I now begin to be 
* well acquainted. | 
' Herodall ſtained with bloud was now imbarqued 
m his Voyage to Caſar, and being admitted into his 
preſence freely declared what ſervice he had done to 
Mark Anthony, promifing no leſs duty and fervice to 
tum 1fhe might be recetyed into his fayour ; C:{ar 
obſerving the reſolution- wherewith he made his 
| clefence, was inclined to imbrace his Friendſhip, and 
ſnag, —— Dtadem on his head exhorted him to be 
as faithful to him as he had been to 4nchony ; Herold 
over-yoyed. at this Royal bounty attended Caſar to- 
ward Egypt, andentertained his Army by. the way 
with all kind of Proviſions, and having preſented 
him. with eight hundred Talents for his many fa- 
Yours;- returned te his own Kingdom where he 
found Alexandra and Muriamne much diſcontented, 
cſpecialiy-his wife, who. could: ſee- no end of kcr 
F mulerics, and going tovifit and give her an account 
of his exalted fortune, ſhe inſtead of receiving ſa- 
| 1:tachion therein burſt forth mto a floud. of aus, 
*_ which. 
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which ſo difcontented Herod that he entred into new: 


| jealouſies, and was confirm'd in his rnund that ſhe 


had an utter hatred and averſion to him, ſo that he 
was evendiftracted betweenlove and revenge, when 
at the ſame time his Siſter Salome and her mother 
having notice of his diſturbance reſolved to take 
this opportunity to ruin her, and endeavoured to 
whet hisatiger by many vile flanders raiſed againſt 
her, which he ſeemed willing to hear, yet not 
the heart to attempt w - thing againſt his wife, who 
was both chaſt and faithful to him, but not a- 
ble to bear the many injuries ſhe imagined were of- 


| fered her, preſumed ſo much upon the entire affe&tt- 


on he bare toward her as ſometimes publickly ra. 
reproach him with his crimes. 

It happened one day that the King having with- 
drawn into his Banquetting room ſent for Marianne, 
whom he entertained with all kind of pleaſantneſs 
and dalliance, but-found her very averſe to his hu- 
mor, neither would ſhe accept of his addrefles, but 
told him ſeverely of his cruelty to her Father and- - 
Brother ; wherewith Herod extreamly moved was--.. 
ready to ſtrike her, when S«lome his Siſter hearing @ 
noife. within, ſent the Butler ( whom ſhe had hired 
falfly to'accuſe Mariamne ) into the room, come - 
manding him ta tell the King, That hs W ife had pre= 
pared a drink to incite and quicken him tolove ; and if he 
tound him diſturbed at it, and ſhould inquire the 
meaning, to tell him boldly, Thaz Mariamne baving- . 
prepared 4 Cup of Poyſon for his Majeſty bad been tempting 
hin topreſent it ; Having delivered this meſſage Herod 
was much troubled, and cauſed one of Mariamnes 
moſt faithful Seryants to be tortured and examined 
concerning the Poy{on, judging it could not be un- 
certaken without his krowledge ; He in the midff 
of -his Torments confeſſed nothing about the poy- 
ſoning, but. told the King, That the averſion Ma- 
riamne diſcovered toward him proceeded from what 


Sobemas had revealed to her; He had ſcarce uttered 
, bs t - 
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thefe words, when Herod cryed out aloud, © Thar if 
. © Sobemus who had hitherto been fo faithful to him 
« and his Kingdom had declared his ſecret Orders to 
& Marianne, 1t was a clear evidence of a criminal 
«< familiarity between them ; and therefore com- 
manded him to be inſtantly ſetzed and pur to 
death. 

He thenreſolyed to bring his wife toa publick try- 
al, always mourn to procure ſome colour of 
Juſhce for hiding his moſt exorbitant aCtions, and 
aſſembling his moſt intimate Friends, who with 
horror and ſilence expected the concluſion of this 
Tragedy, he brings forth the couragious 212riamne 
who armed with invincible conſtancy was little 
concerned, againſt whom the monſter belches out 
this accuſation. 

« Dear Friends, it hath pleaſed the Almighty to 
© counterballance the proſperity he has given me by 
IT Henp piercing misfortunes, and I who have eſca- 

* ped fo many dangers, and found ſafety in fuch 
* great winds and tempeſts, have now met with the 
* moſt deplorable ſtorms inmmy own Houſe ; You 
© areall very ſenſible how tenderly I have cheriſhed 
* the Fanly of Hyrcanus even in their greateſt cala- 
* mities, and yet I have taken into my boſom a Ser- 
* pent inſtead of a Dove, by whom-I have been of- 
© ten ſtung but have as oft by patience cured my elf, 
*yetTI am not ſo unſenfible that no injuries will 
© penetrate me, and therefore being provoked by 
* new wrongs I can no longer ſuffer them ; Behold 
* the Queen my wife, who ( follow1 her mothers 
"* example ) 1s always ſtudying to diſquiet and hin- 
h der my repoſe. For after my return from ſo-pe- 
i rillous a Voyage when I brought her the happy 
©, newsot my luccels, ſhe received me and my intcl- 
p Iigence with the greatzſt ſcorn and diſdain, and 
tx denyed me thoſe favours which I had rigkt to de- 
Jo mand, and ſhe ought not to have refuſbe toa hul- 
.. b:nd, andnot content herewith, ſhe proce2ded to 
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« contrive bloudy deſigns againſt me, endeayouring 
« to have ſuborned one of my own ſervants to poy- 
« forr me; Thus I who returned with my head 
« crowned with Laurel am made the mark of the 
«malice and treachery of a woman whom 1I can - 
« neither reclaim by love nor gifts no more than if 
< ſhe were a Lionels ; Judge you therefore whether 
« it 15not time for me to {ecure my felt from fo 1m- 
*© placable a creature, who can never be ſafe ſo long 
* as ſhe lives. 

Marianne knowing 1t in vain to defend her ſelf 
( though the was aitagether innocent of the charge 
laid againſt her, ) being ſenſible his violent nature 
matinache contradifted, made little reply, only © 
. as to the buſineſs of poyſoning ſhe appealed to all 
the Aſſembly, whether there were any probability 
of 1t fince ſhe was always more afra1d of Herods love 
than hatred ; But however ſhe declared, © That her 
* life was a burdento her having had little comfort 
*znit, and much loſs in the Court wherein ſhe ne- 
* yer eryoyed the leaſt contentment,and that if falſe 
« Teftimonies muſt make her guilry, none were 
* ſafe, it being very ealy thereby to remoye an 
*who ſhould be thought troubleſome, and though 
* her kusband did deprive her of her head, yet it 
* was not in his power to bereaye her of the reputa- 
« tzon of a Princeſs of Honour, which deſcended to 
< ker from her Anceſtors, and which ſhe would 
©* carry to her Grave. 

There were none foand bold enough to plead t! e 
cauſe of this Innocent, or to endeayour to molly 
Herods paſſion, but on the contrary all ſeemed to aj- 
prove of his reſolution : Yet this bloudy man beg: n 
oſtartle when he thought ſeriouſly of being deprived 
of ſo ſweet a Companion, & commanded her only to 
Cuſtody ; Bur his Siſter, the inraged Salome contin- 
ually alleged the danger of ſome ſedition if he ſrould 
keep her alivein Priſon, ſo that at length he ſpate 
theſe bloudy words ; Lez her be zaken away ; W — 
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upon inſtantly an Officer was diſpatcht to her with 
this meflage, Madam the King commands that you ſhall 
preſently dye; She without any emotion replied, Let u;
